No. l-PR(38)/47 .—In exercise ot the powers conlemd 
by section a of the Essentia' Supplies (Temporary Powers) 
Act, 1040, and in supersession of the Government ot Jndm 
in the Mmistiy ol Truimpoit notification No. l'Pl{(3tij/47, 
dated the 14th September 1047, the Central Government 
is pleased to order ns follows — 

(1) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary, contained 
in thu Motor Spirit Rationing Order, 1941, no ordinary or 
supplementary coupon issued imdei the bind order shall 
be valid in the Chief Commissioner's Province ot Delhi 
in leaped ol a goods yehicJe ot a jeep other than those 
owned by the Contiul Government, the Provincial Govern- 
me nt or any local authority in the Delhi Province, or 
those employed by the Delhi Emergency Committee, or 
those specified by the Central Oovernment by a general 
or a special order in this behalf, unless such cm pon is 
endorsed by one of the officers mentioned in the schedule 
hereto. 

(2) Any person who is lawfully holding any such coupon 
may applv to one of the aforesaid officers for endorsement 
thereon and produce before him the certificate of registra- 
tion of the vehicle in respect of which the coupon has 
been issued. It will be in the discretion of the said 
officers to malie such endorsement or not, and their 
decision in the matter snail he final.
